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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of group I due to the presentation of arguments 
in the reply filed on 10/29/04 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that 
the method claim is merely a counterpart of the apparatus. Applicant further recites 
similar structure in both groups. This is not found persuasive because although the 
inventions are similar, the method relies upon particulars of a step for performing the 
function of adjusting the attitude of the apparatus with jacks. The apparatus claims fail 
to positively recite the jacks, as per claim 16, but rather that the jacks are "receivable" in 
the tubes. Further, the apparatus claims do not require the attitude being adjusted. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 20 and 21 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 10/29/04. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 8, line 1 , "s" 
should be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The specification fails to disclose how the jacks 82 are capable of fixing the assemblies 
into position. There are no specifics, or structure disclosed which sets forth such an 
operation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stow. 

Stow discloses the invention as claimed including a portable drilling apparatus 
comprising a pair of hydraulic cylinders 16, 17, a head mounting plate assembly 3 
supported by the hydraulic cylinders, and a drill motor 4 supported by the mounting 
plate assembly 3 for driving drill bit 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 2, 3, 8, 12 and 16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Stow. 

The apparatus of Stow discloses the plate assembly 3 mounted to support rod 16 
via a flange means 20, 18, 22, and further that the cylinders 16, 17 are maintained in a 
parallel orientation, notably via supports 2 and framel at front and rear locations. As 
per claim 19, bolts 21 constitute locking pins, as broadly claimed. The plate assembly is 
not mounted to the barrel portion 17, as claimed. However, the device of Stow 
functions the same except for this reversal of parts. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art to attach the plate assembly of Stow to the barrel 
instead of the rod since to do so provides no new and unexpected results. Further, it 
would have been obvious to provide Stow with a pair of flanges on each barrel in order 
to more effectively retain the plate assembly, and anchor tubes to attach the device to 
jacks, since Stow in column 5, lines 47-52 discloses that the device can be attached to 
an auxiliary device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-7, 9-11, and 13-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dolza, Still et al., Jinno et al., Boyadjieff et al., Gergo et al., and 
Byrt et al. disclose similar devices.
